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Preface. 

t former exhibitions the principle has been observed, that every exhibitor 
arranged his exhibits by himself, and endeavoured to gain the attention 
of visitors by a more or less attractive display. In as much, however, 
as the conditions of space in the Paris exhibition of 1900 have forced the 
various countries from tlie beginning to exercise as much restriction as possible, 
it was evident that a change from previous methods would have to be made 
and that tlie collective representation of entire groups of interested parties would 
have to be organised as far as possible. 

Such a group has been formed of the German industry in articles of 
food; the preliminary arrangements for this purpose as well as its further 
practical promotion were carried out by a conunittee which was elected by a 
meeting of exhibitors at the suggestion of the Imperial Commissioner. The first 
Mayor of Frankfort o. M. Mr. ADICKES acted as honorary president at this 
meeting. 

The members of the committee are: J. FROMM, Court purveyor, Frank- 
fort o. M., Dr. H. BECKER, sworn legal and commercial analyst, Frankfort o. M., 
GOTTHARD PABST of the firm of TUERK & PABST, Frankfort o. M.

the milling Industry and 
Mr. WUCHERER, Court purveyor, Wtirzburg as representative of the 
chocolate Industry. 
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The industries connected with the preserving and conserving of fruits 
were represented by the members of the committee Mr. FROMM, Court purveyor 
and Mr. GOTTH. PABST. 

German industry owes its great success to the close co-operation of 
science and practical technics, imder a wise social political legislature and to the 
constant care exercised by tlie respective authorities. It is by this means that 
the German Industry in articles of food has been enabled to attain its high and 
universally acknowledged position on the world's market. In the endeavour to 
further the final objects, a lively exchange of opinions in circles of scientific 
and practical work had necessarily to take place; if here and there in other 
countries people are inclined to make use of public expressions as to the results 
of investigations into the branch of German articles of food, as a handle for 
discrediting this industry, such a proceeding is entirely tmwarranted, as it does 
not represent at all the real state of affairs. The object of such publications at 
the instance of single occurrences is, immediately on their discovery, to bring 
about a natural purification of the market and it would therefore be wrong to 
draw general conclusions from them. The German system of investigation in 
the field of articles of food, ranks, as is well known, as high as that adopted 
by any country in the world. It has already been developed to such an extent, 
that it is able to enter into the minutest details in this field; thus, as is but 
natural, reports can be made on specific details, on the working out of which 
in many other countries attention has not even been directed. 

Apart from every other consideration, the German legislature forces 
manufacturers for the general welfare and in the interests of the working classes 
to maintain the utmost cleanliness and to see that healthy hygienic conditions 
prevail in all parts of the factories. 

The German Industry in articles of food has no need to fear any 
scientific or practical control, and it is therefore specially grateful to the 
President of the Imperial Board of Health Geheimer Ober-Regierungsrath 
KOEHLER for delegating, in proof of the above, Regierungsrath Prof. Dr. 
von BUCHKA to represent the Imperial Government as a member in the enlarged 
board of our collective exhibition. 

For the same reason the exhibits of the Imperial Board of Health as to 
the system of testing articles of food are in close connection with our collective 
exhibition. 

Unfortunately the small space at our disposal allows but comparatively 
few firms to participate in the exhibition:— a great number of applications had 
to be refused. Still the collective exhibition of the German Industry in articles 
of food will afford expert visitors a good idea of its capabilities.

Butter 
for table use neatly packed in parcels and salted butter in tubs form a prominent 
article of conunerce. Butter of the best quality packed in tins is prepared for 
shipment abroad* 

Great progress has lately been made in Germany in producing superior 
cream cheeses; so much so that only a very small portion of the demand is now 
imported from France. As the main centres, where the finer table cheeses such 
as Brie, Camembert, Neufchatel and small breakfast cheeses are produced, may 
be mentioned. Anger in Algau, Gensungen near Cassel, the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse, the Province of Hesse Nassau, Kempten in Algftu, Kurzel near Metz and 
Wangen. Swiss cheese, as a cheese for table consumption, is the greatest com- 
mercial article in this branch. Extraordinary success has been obtained in this 
article at the following manufacturing centres: Ellhofen, Kempten in Algftu and 
Sonthofen; of halffat cheeses the best known varieties are creamdieese and Limbursf 
cheese from Ellhofen, Kempten and Hinterlang in Allg., further Mayence cheese 
from Hesse,* Harz cheese as well as Ramadour from the Bavarian Highlands, Edamer 
from the lower Rhine and Tilsit cheese from Tilsit 

In conclusion it may be remarked that in a German business, which 
makes it a speciality, the finest cheeses of the various different sorts and the 
best quality are packed in tins for shipment abroad with a guarantee for their 
good preservation.

The collective exhibition of the German industry in articles of food, with 
the exception of the separate exhibit of the Brewing industry section, has been 
an-anged in glass cases.

1 he German flour and milling industry is not participating in the Paris 
Exhibition as it cannot at present show any appreciable export owing to the 
Customs laws that prevail.

The Colour Works formerly Friedr, Bayer & Co., Elberfeld, were estab- 
lished in 1850, trading at that time as Friedr. Bayer. In 1860 the firm was 
altered to Friedr.

These comtnodities undoubtedly represent the chief branch of manufacture 
in the German conserving industry, which has progressed immensely during the 
last three decades. Of conserved meat, canned and as articles of export, great 
quantities are prepared after the most- varied methods of manufacture, especially 
of Cervelatt Salami and Plocfc sausages at Brunswick, GOttingen, Eisenberg in 
Thuringia, Gotha, Apolda, Neumtinster in Holstein, Buer in Westphalia &c. Besides 
these must be mentioned as a special table delicacy the world renowned 
Frankfort sausage (fresh and conserved), the finer kinds of meat poultry and game 
preserves from Alsace-Lorraine, Hamburg, Liibeck, Brunswick &c., which in many 
instances are solely made for export; ifurther the celebrated Strasburg pkti de 
fole gtSLS WestphaUan hams^ Pomeranian goosebreasts as well as the fish conserves 
of Barth on the Baltic, Stralstmd, Greifswald and Ltibeck.

It is, however, not only in amount that the home production has risen, 
for the quality of the goods has at the same time also greatly improved ; this 
progress is due in a great extent to the activity of the Union of German 
Chocolate Manufacturers, which represents one of the oldest associations of inte- 
rested parties in Germany, and endeavours by most varied measures to guarantee 
the quality and purity of the products of the German Chocolate and Cocoa 
Industry.

Immediately, the stomachic beverage, on 
accoimt of its excellent qualities found a rapid sale. 

But the high duty on spirits levied by Venezuela for which, in Exporting, 
no drawback is allowed, rendered the traffic to other countries very difficult. 

Consequently, Dr. Meinhard, like many other manufacturers was obliged 
to seek other places for Export. 

The free traffic of Hamburg and its extensive connections with trans- 
marine countries induced him to establish a branch there. 

For this purpose he went to Hamburg in 1875 and there he established 
in person a branch. The enterprise has proved to be a complete success. The 
sale of "Angostura Bitters" has since been quadrupled. The home consimiption 
has increased, and this article is also shipped to all over sea countries. 

Diplomas have been awarded to the ''Bitters'' at many Exhibitions, among 

others with medals at the Paris Exhibition 1878, Bordeatsx 1882 and Hamburg 1889. 

In consequence of the death of Dr. Teodoro Meinhard several years ago, 

and that of his widow, the branch establishment having lost its character of such,

change of the labels used hitherto and their being regis- 
tered for the legal protection of Trade Marks.

Wines made from fruit and berries^ which in foimer years were prepared 
at home almost exclusively for home consumption by the manufacturer, have in 
the course of time grown to be an important article of commerce in Germany 
and have also been introduced into the colonies with marked success. The 
comparatively small percentage of alcohol, the agreeable taste of fruit, combined 
with the mild effect of the fruit acid, the tannine they contain, ensure to 
these beverages a constantly increasing popularity. From an originally small 
beginning it has grown into a large Industry, which has especially developed in 
districts where fruit is plentiful ; by making use of all modern technical appliances 
as regards cellerage, and also from the good quality of its products, it is constantly^ 
gaining new fields of output for its consumption. Now, German w^ines made 
from berries and fruit, of which Frankfort o. M. may be mentioned as the prin- 
cipal centre of production, are exported to all parts of the globe. 

The Brewing Industry is quite a specific German Industry. It has devel- 
oped in many parts of Germany with gigantic strides from an agricultural sub- 
sidiary business into a powerful wholesale Industry. Large brewing establishments 
are to be found in all the principal cities of Germany. In special districts 
specific types of beer are manufactured to suit the different tastes of consumers 
and on the basis of old historical processes: while in other districts people 
incline to one or the other of these typical kinds of beer. Thus Munich beer, 
as well as those brewed at Erlangen, Kulmbach, Nuremberg, Dortmund, Gratz, 
Berlin white beer, &c. have each quite a distinctive character which they have 
maintained from remote times and which have become models for many other 
brewers. 

The principal types of these different beers will be found represented 
in our collective exhibition.
